W ith the m any d e­ 
tails of the motor item s are alw ays 
overlooked only to be found at a 
tim e when it is too late to repair 
them ; when the garage has bern 
left miles behind, or the trouble 
man is not w ith in calling distance. 
The follow ing items are among the 
ones that are left usually in the 
hasty spring overhauling and 
in 


w hich trouble or danger m ay lurk: 
A defective battery, 
lf the car 


has been in storage, take the b a t­ 
tery out and fill up the liquid w ith 
distilled w ater, 
lf the battery does 


not test up to requirem ent, seek the 
battery man. 
Look carefu lly over the steering 


connections. 
Especially if the car 


has been in use several years there 
m ay be a weak part that needs 
repairing. 
T ake a good squint at the front 


w heels; see that they line up prop­ 
erly. 
W h en they are not true it 


runs up tire expense. 
Exam ine all the bearings c a re ­ 
fu lly. 
It is likely that one or more 


of them need attention. 
T ake off the demountable rim s 


and see that they 
are in 
good 


shape. 
Som etim es the tires rust 


into the clincher, and if unattend­ 
ed to w ill cause trouble. 
See that you have a supply of 


good inner tubes. 
T ake steps now 


to avoid for the season the d ilem ­ 
ma of the man who, out on the 
road, finds that hie surplus inner 
tubes are all punctured ones.
